The British Commonwealth did 
not just happen,” said Mr. Low.

overrun Britain 

One event cited by Mr. Low 
concerned destruction of Nazi in- 
vasion forces off the French coast 
in 1941, when a gale wrecked 
German shipping pointed toward 
England, Secrecy shrouding this 
invasion attempt is just being 
lifted, said the Social Credit 
leader. He asked “Who can say 
the Almighty did not have a 
hand in this?” 

The secret of freedom of the in- 
dividual lies in giving him that 
type of government under which he 
can best make progress, said Mr. 
Low, discussing the right of every 
man to live under a system of 
government that will give political 
and economic democracy. 

He said it was easy for people 
to become confused on issues in 
the fight now taking place, and the 
confusion is much worse 
founded by “world planners.’

Low Much of the country’s war

Tracing the history of attacks 
on the freedom of the individual, 
the speaker said they were 
stepped up when the mechanism 
was placed under close scrutiny.

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A Momentous Session 


Canada’s parliament convenes today for 
one of the most momentous sessions in the 
history of the country. For no one denies 
that the Canadian people and the future 
of the Dominion have been plunged into 
erisis by the extraordinary events of the 
past few weeks. 

The situation is critical, first, because 
the safety and even the lives of thousands 
of our fighting men overseas will depend 
upon the decision that is taken with respect 
to the use of draftees as reinforcements. 

This is the most vital point beside which 
all political considerations fade into insig- 
nificance. Our fighting men must have ade- 
quate support in the field or Canada will 
forfeit her honor as a nation. 

Then the situation is critical, in the sec- 
ond place, because a constitutional issue is 
clearly involved, 

If Quebec has exerted pressure on Ot- 
tawa, in the matter of enforcing conscrip- 
tion, until Ottawa has bowed to the will of 
one section of the country, the entire con- 
stitutional picture of the Dominion will 
have to be revised in the light of the pos- 
sibility that such minority rule may have 
come to stay. Under those circumstances, 
Canada can no longer regard herself as a 
democracy. 

Thus, the load on the consciences of the 
members of Parliament must be unusually 
heavy. It will be for them to say, in this 
immediate instance, what Canada’s war 
record is to be and what form, in the fu- 
ture, Canada’s political way of life will take. 

It is to be hoped they will enter this ses- 
sion as courageous and independent men 
and women, not as Liberals and Conserva- 
tives and other party men, but as loyal and 
thoughtful Canadians.

First Home Leaves 


If any Canadians deserve a holiday 
surely first claim belongs to the men who 
have spent five years overseas, and partic- 
ularly those who have been through the 
toughest of the fighting in Sicily, Italy, 
France and the Low Countries.

Anyway, with the 
momentum the Allied forces have gained, 
the Nazis may have little choice in the 
matter,

Bus Route 


Editor, Bulletin: On Nov. 7, Mr. 
Haddow, our city engineer, was 
reported as having conferred with 
CPR officials with respect to pro- 
posed city bus services over the 
high level bridge. The plan would 
appear to have been quite decided 
on by city council, presumably on 
recommendation of our city com- 
missioners, who are men of ability, 
and who are paid to use their abili- 
| ties in the best services of the 
people of the city. It is further 
to be presumed, therefore, that 
every alternative to routing buses 
over the top deck of the high level 
bridge has been explored. Under 
the circumstances perhaps one of 
the commoners of the city makes 
himself very common indeed by 
suggesting that there may be a 
suitable and attractive alternative. 

Nevertheless, 1 do wish to sug- 
| gest for the further consideration 

of council, commissioners, and the 
public, that the bus route should 
not cross the high level bridge at 
all. Instead, it should cross the 
Fifth Street bridge, leaving 9th st., 
at the top of the hill at the south 
end of the high level bridge and re- 
turning to 9th st., by way of 97th 
ave. 

Let me list some 
favor of this plan: 

(1) A good many people now fear 
to travel over the high level bridge, 
even though the cars are very 
heavy and guided by flanged 
wheels and rails, Even “substantial” 
guard rails promised will hardly 


| reasons in 


| quiet that fear when those people 


know a bus has nothing to guide it 
but the driver. 

(2) From 88 ave., to 97th ave. @ 
bus crossing the high level bridge 
serves not one resident. Crossing 
the Sth st. bridge, such a bus would 
| serve Elizabeth Park, the swimming 
pool, Walterdale, the Ball Park, 
Rossdale, and 97 ave. from 3rd st. 
to 9th street. 

(3) Besides a 5th st. bus being of 
greater service it would require 
| jess capital expense. The very “sub- 
stantial” guard rail forecast, and 
the decking of the bridge, would 
cost a pretty penny. Have we been 
told how much? Less money—and 
iron, which is supposed to be 
scarce, even if money isn’t—would 
surely be necessary to improve the 
grade and pave the route from 9th 
st. on the south side to 97 ave, at 
3rd st. Even if the cost by 5th st. 
were greater, the route would sure- 
ly carry much more traffic, In fact 
the route must be improved and 
paved very soon anyway for that 
very reason. The logical thing, it 
would seem, is to do it now, If the 
bus were to follow this route, would 
it be any longer necessary to have 
the “Calder” car come down 97 ave.

} (4) From the bus driver's point 
of view the 5th st. route should

Any- 
way, does a slightly slower ser- 
vice outweigh a safer service? 

(2) The 5th st. route will not be 
without risk, for the hill on the 
south side, even when improved, 
will still be a long hill, True, 
enough. But a bus will be able to 
slide, not jump, to the bottom of 
the valley by that route. It might | 
even arrive right side up, and all | 
together. In fact, except for one 
recorded incident when someone 
bungled the cinder distribution, our | 
buses have negotiated the much 
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more difficult McDougall Hill with- 
out accident. 

(3) Fifth Street bridge is narrow. 
So is low level bridge. But buses 
cross it. So does other traffic. And 
even though it is crowded, most 
people will prefer the crowded | 
feeling to the lonely sort of lost 
and suspended feeling they will 
have on the top of the high bridge 
with a flat tire or no poles. | 

(4) There is a very sharp turn!

And this loss of idealism leaves 
us only a somewhat recut pattern 
of that “realism” against which the 
| world marshalled its youth and has 
| spent its blood.

This new policy of “realism” has 
not been advanced or accepted, 
thoughtfully and deliberately. It 
has grown, step by step. At the out- 
break of war there was no thought 
| of extending the frontiers of Poland 
to the Oder, to include territories 
purely German, Though the Soviets 
wished to establish their frontiers 
on the Curzon line, ethnographic 
factors were considered, and it was 
ltaken for granted that Poland 
| would be left the oil fields, which 
were never in Russian territory, 
and the indubitably Polish city of 
Lwow. 

Now there is a tendency to say 
|} that this is not our affair—not even 
the affair of our individual minds, 
Polish legions are fighting side by 
side in Italy with our legions, and 
one would think that what is their 
| affair—their human affair—is ours, 

as ours in theirs. But if we have de- 
| cided to divide the world into re- 

gions, in each of which a great 
| power has sole control, then these 
legions, though they stumble 
through the same mud and die un- 
der the same fire, are fighting for 
almost different planets. 

| It all looks reasonable on the sur- 
face. But it is like the division of 

a country into monopolies. It seems 
efficient. But since these destroy 
| the basis of society, by establishing 
| profound inequalities, forces start 
|seething beneath their weight, 
| which eventually overthrow them 
| by violence, if no other means are 
|found. The effect of the retreat 
|from principle, is not only felt in 
| Poland; it is blowing up the whole 
| good neighbor policy. 

And if, in this war, one party fs 
crushed, without finding the sol- 
vent for those factors which pro- 
duced the war, then the war will 
still not be won, for the struggle 
will still not be resolved.

A U.S. ARMY HOSPITAL IN 
| BELGIUM, Nov. 22.—(AP)—It was 
|nearly 2 am. but Lt. Frances 


Slanger, a graduate of the Buston 
| Mass., city hospital, could not sleep 
| She got out of bed and by fiash- 
| light she began writing down some 
of the things about American in- 
fantry they had been discussing 
earlier in the night. 

“We have learned a great deal 
about our American soldier and the 
stuff he is made of,” she wrote. 
“The wounded do not cry. Their 
buddies come first. The patience 
and determination they show, the 
| courage and fortitude they have is 
something always to behold.” 

The next morning she read it to 
| her three tentmates and said she 
was thinking of sending it to Stars 
and Stripes, United States Army 
newspaper. They encouraged her 
and signed it with her. 

That morning—Oct. 21—she mail- 
ed it. 

The Paris edition of the Stars 
and Stripes published the letter 
under the title “Nurse Writes Fdi-| 
torial”.

shell the night she mailed the iet-| 
| ter and had been buried in the mud| 
in a military cemetery—the first!
